‘THE FrDERATION oF Chiropody-Po- 
diatry Examining Boards of the 
United States, in regular session, 
August 1940, appointed the writer 
who happens to be a Past Presi- 
dent of the Federation, to head a 
committee to conduct a survey of 
Chiropody-Podiatry licentiates of 
the United States. While the survey 
is not complete, sufficient informa- 
tion has been gathered and statis- 
tics compiled from questionnaires 
mailed to the forty-eight State 
Boards of Chiropody-Podiatry Ex- 
aminers, reveals interesting in- 
formation. 

the writer has before him a 
copy of the Cuiroropy (Popratry) 
Corps Hearing, Before a Subcom- 
mittee of the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, U. S. Senate, Seventy- 
seventh Congress. First Session on 
S. 1459, June 26, 1941. Referring 
to page 126 of the above men- 
tioned, it is noted, that under the 
proposed S. 1459 the profession of 
chiropody might be required to 
furnish 2,127 Chiropodists to ap- 
pointment in the United States 
Army. It also is a question as 
to whether or not the profession 
could supply that number. 

rhe need for Chiropodists-Podia- 
trists in the U. S. Army, seems to 
me to be not whether they are 
needed or not, and I do not want 
to presume, but whether or not 
the profession can furnish sufficient 
number of qualified practitioners. 
Candidly, I believe it can so nearly 
fill the order that no ‘bottle-neck’ 
need be feared.

Several Boards above mentioned 
as New York, Illinois, Pennsyl- 
vania, and others, were unable to 
answer every question of the Feder- 
ation’s questionnaire, without em- 
ploying clerical assistance to con- 
duct a form of research of the 
records in possession of the respec- 
tive Boards. The questions’ answer 
from which this information has 
been obtained, may be considered 
accurately obtained from official 
records of the various Boards. 

Texas State Board of Chiropody 
Examiners’ records revealed that 22 


of its licentiates were required to 
register in October 1940 for the 
Compulsory Military Training. To- 
day, the Texas Board records show 
that there are 96 living chiropo- 
dists licensed to practice in the 
State. These figures indicate that 
perhaps a similar percentage pre- 
vails in other States or about 20% 
of the chiropodists being registered 
for military training. 

The Federation of State Boards 
of Chiropody-Podiatry Examiners 
of the United States, held its 
annual meeting in Chicago, IIli- 
nois, the last week of August 1941 
at which meeting the complete 
data compiled by this committee 
was reported to the Federation. 
Therefore, this partial report as 
compiled to date contained some 
information which your committee 
may consider worthy of using at 
your next hearing before the Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee of the U. S. 
Congress. 

You have my permission to use 
any or all parts of this material and 
with assurance that the Federation 
shall be glad to cooperate with 
your committee. I trust this is de- 
sirable information. 





CHIROPODISTS IN THE SPORTS PARADE 


IN THE WORLD of sports, the ne- 
cessity for healthy feet is one of 
prime importance, but unfortu- 
nately is most often sadly neglected. 
There are a number of reasons for 
this. First let us consider that the 
average athlete is a young other- 
wise healthy male, who might feel 
that giving in to minor foot dis- 
comforts would show him up to 
his contemporaries as a “sissy”. 
Secondly, a good percentage of 
these young do not know what a

chiropodist or podiatrist is, what 
constitutes his work, or why he 
was put into the world anyway. 
Lastly, the members of the profes- 
sion themselves do not make much 
of an effort to become associated 
with sporting organizations. This 
last can be attributed to both a 
lack of initiative and to the fact 
that there is usually little or no 
cash remuneration. 

True, it is most often a volun- 
tary service, but it has its compen- 
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sations. For one thing it is a good 
form of personal publicity to be 
known as the “team chiropodist”. 
It makes the players and their 
friends foot and chiropody con- 
scious. There is usually an official 
listing on programs which is good 
ethical advertising both for the 
chiropodist himself and also the 
profession as a whole. We must 
remember that the reader interest 
in these programs is very high, be- 
cause thousands of ardent fans 
read every printed word about 
“their” team. On the other hand 
is the fact that team doctors are 
admitted to all events on passes. 
These passes are usually for two, 
and for a sports lover whose wife 
or fiancee shares his enthusiasm, 
this is a considerable cash saving 
in the course of a season. Even 
though admittance is on passes, 
doctor’s seats are about the best in 
the house because they must be 
able to get to the dressing rooms 
without climbing over the laps of 
half a dozen spectators in case of 
emergency. The attending chirop- 
odist is thrown into close contact 
with the team physician, a contact 
which is usually most friendly due 
to the common enthusiasm for the 
“home team’. Aside from the point 
that this kind of a friendship can 
prove to be personally profitable, 
it will also tend to draw the pro 
fessions into closer harmony. 

Ihe writer has been affiliated 
with an ice hockey team, the River 
Vale Skeeters, for the past two 
years. This team is a member of 
the Eastern Hockey League with 
teams in the major cities from 
Boston to Baltimore. The league 
is a branch of the Hockey Associa- 
tion of the U. S. and every team 
can well use the services of a chi- 
ropodist. About 95% of the players 
in the association are Canadians, 
and it was quite surprising to note 
how few of these young men knew 
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what a chiropodist was. However, 
it is gratifying to know that when 
they return home they will look 
to a chiropodist should they or a 
member of their families need foot 
treatment. 

All relations with this group 
have been most cordial, in fact the 
services were requested the second 
year. The trainer was delighted 
to have someone keep the boys’ 
feet in shape and relieve him of 
a duty for which he was neither 
equipped nor trained. The team 
physician welcomed an assistant 
who was not a layman or some half- 
baked first aid artist, who might 
prove to be more of a hindrance 
than a help. In such a sport as 
ice hockey there are very few games 
in which one or more players do 
not receive cuts or injuries of some 
sort. Cuts which require suturing 
are by far the largest percentage 
of these injuries. It is in these 
“hemstitching” jobs that a good 
assistant is necessary. While the 
physician is scrubbing up the as- 
sistant must prepare the field of 
operation, the wound must be 
sponged during the suturing, su- 
tures must be cut rather close to 
the knot and the patient must be 
watched. Asa Post Graduate course 
in traumatic surgery it would be 
hard to beat. In the case of more 
serious injury it is an absolute 
necessity to have medically trained 
people in attendance. 

As to the chiropodic cases them- 
selves, the following list has been 
compiled from the records to show 


the number and type of cases 
treated for the 1941 season.

The above refer only to treat- 
ment given the home team. There 
were also a number of first aid 
foot treatments administered to the 
visiting teams of which no record 
was kept. 

To get back to some form of 
material compensation for services 
rendered, the following is a reprint 
taken from the “River Vale Ice 
Chips” issue of March 8, 1941. It 
is a news story so therefore strictly 
ethical, and when we consider this 
medium as having a circulation of 
about 3,000 weekly, it’s not bad 
publicity. 


HEY, DOC, MY FEET HURT! 

In order to give the Skeeter fans an 
inside picture of the workings of a hockey 
team, your reporter from time to time 
interviews the men behind the scenes. 
Usually anonymous to the general public, 
these men have the important task of 
keeping the Skeeters in tip-top physical 
condition for their strenuous play on the 
ice. 

Che flashing turns and sharp stops on 
skates place an unusual strain on the feet 
and ankles of hockey players. The man 
whose valuable work it is to keep our 
lads “On Their Toes” is Dr. O. Scheimer, 
of Westwood, the team chiropodist. Vis 
itors to Dr. Scheimer’s office during the 
Winter will usually find a Skeeter or two 
in the reception room awaiting foot and 
ankle treatment. And on game nights the 
“Doc” can be seen at the arena and the 
Skeeters dressing room should his services 
be needed. 

We asked Dr. Scheimer what the most 
common injuries were that affected the 
feet of a hockey player. His reply was a 
long “fifteen-cent word” meaning an in 
flammation of the tendon at the back of 
the foot. This is frequently caused by the 
sudden twists while skating or by the 
tightly laced shoes which the players must 
wear. There are a host of other injuries, 
from ankle to toe, which the players are 
susceptible to. 

The genial “Doc” has been ministering 
to our boys since the Skeeters’ inception, 
two years ago. 

It is the writer’s sincere belief 
that we as chiropodists have a defi- 
nite place in the world of sports. 








The day will not be far off when 
athletic budgets will include these 
services, but to bring that day 
about is up to the chiropodists 
themselves to prove that they are 
needed. Just let's remember that 
when we give them comfort once, 
we've got them forever.

AN IMPROVED PROCEDURE FOR 
TAKING PLANTAR PLASTER 
OF PARIS IMPRESSIONS

The following method has been 
used in a number of cases where 
Whitman and Shaffer appliances 
were needed, and has been found 
to be a neat and simple technique. 

The container for the plaster is 
a metal baking pan that can be 
purchased at any five and ten. One, 
10 inches wide, by 14 inches long, 
and 34 of an inch deep is a con- 
venient size. 

The patient is seated in an or- 
dinary chair. 

The feet are covered with a thin 
coating of petrolatum. Any excess 
may be rubbed into the operator's 
hands. Land marks of the foot are 
then marked off. If a dull pointed 
indelible pencil is used, it will 
scrape off the petrolatum at those 
points and allow the lead to come 
into contact with the skin with- 
out irritating the patient. 

The empty pan is placed on the 
floor and the patient instructed to 
rest his feet on the outer edges.

GENTIAN VIOLET OINTMENT IN THE 


TREATMENT OF DIABETIC ULCER 


ONE OF THE PROBLEMS in the treat- 
ment of diabetics concerning the 
medical and podiatric professions 
is the care of diabetic ulcers. The 
problem, of course is to lower the 
incidence of diabetic gangrene. 
With the advent of podiatry serv- 
ice in metabolic and peripheral vas- 
cular clinics, gangrene in the lower 
extremities has become a_ lesser 
problem. It is obvious that these 
patients are being given systemic 
treatment which is of the utmost 


importance when treating these 
local lesions. 
In our work in the diabetic 


clinic of Cumberland Hospital we 
have constantly striven while treat- 
ing ulcers to keep  indurations 
around the lesion soft and not per- 
mit them to act as a barrier in heal- 
ing and to keep the slough which is 
the cream or grayish colored un- 
healthy cast-off granulation, at a 
minimum. There is always a dis- 
charge from these indolent ulcers 
from the serous type to the puru- 
lent foul smelling excretion. On 
the plantar surface of the foot cal- 
lus or indurations are always 
found around a lesion restricting 
healing. Patients have little pain 
from these ulcers due to peripheral 
nerve degeneration. Some patients 
walk around with callus forma- 
tion on the plantar surface of their 
feet for many weeks without pain 
although there is discharge from 
them. 

Gentian Violet has long been 
used for its antiseptic and astrin- 
gent effect in the allied professions. 
When using Gentian Violet as a 
fungistatic interdigitally for epider- 
mophytosis, the drying effect on the

skin will be noticed. Because of 
this action we tried it on diabetic 
ulcers, first in the solution form. 
This form dried quickly making in- 
durations harder, but a tendency 
to form crusts on the small ulcers 
was noted and discharge and slough 
still remained. This form dried too 
rapidly and the gauze dressing ap- 
plied adhered to the ulcer prevent- 
ing healthy granulation tissue from 
forming. Even when the patient 
was put to bed, the solution dried 
too rapidly for the amount of 
slough and_ granulation tissue 
present. 

We tried to combine the Gentian 
Violet, two percent with K-Y jelly. 
Here we found a slight improve- 
ment in the granulation tissue 
with less formation of slough. This 
dressing must be changed every 
twenty-four hours and one defect 
of this form of application was a 
tendency to harden the gauze, 
which was a hindrance to the gran- 
ulation. There was also some ad- 
herence to the ulcer. Gentian Vio- 
let and Petrolatum was tried and 
discarded because of the loss of the 
color of the Gentian Violet, thus 
losing its astringent effect. The use 
of Hydrous Lanolin as a base was 
tried and discarded when it was 
found that in using the paste the 
Gentian Violet did not color the 
skin. This, of course prevented 
astringent action since the water 
content in Hydrous Lanolin did 
not absorb all of the Gentian 
Violet. Then we tried Anhydrous 
Lanolin and found that it made 
a more uniform ointment but still 
did not have the exact color of the 
Gentian Violet. Encouraged by this

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we altered the mixing of the in- 

gredients and found this made a 

more uniform paste. The ointment 

in its present form, I hope will 
change the incidence of gangrene 
in the treatment of diabetic ulcer. 

After applying it to several cases 

we found normal granulation tissue 

forming more rapidly, and indura- 
tions soften at the same rapid rate. 
Here are several cases in which 

the ointment played a very im- 

portant part: 

I. Mrs. A. B. Diabetic bulla ex- 
tending from the web of the 
first and toes of the left foot 
plantarly about one and a half 
inches in length and a half 
inch wide with some indura- 
tion around the lesion. The 
opening of the bulla uncovered 
deep necrotic tissue and a foul 
discharge. The ointment was 
applied with a gauze dressing 
and the patient instructed to 
remain off her feet for 48 
hours. The condition had com- 
pletely cleared up after that 
period of time. 

Il. Mrs. C. E. presented a dis- 
charging ulcer underneath the 
callus formation on the great 
toe of the right foot. Patient 
stated that the ulcer had been 
discharging for several months. 
After appropriate removal of 
callus and cleansing, the oint- 
ment was applied. Patient was 
told to return after forty-eight 
hours, during which time ulcer 
completely healed and _ there 
has been no recurrence to date. 


Ill. Mr. M. S. Diagnosis, Heloma 
Molle with inflamed toe and 
edema presented a deep ulcer- 
ated area. After appropriate 
treatment, patient was put to 
bed for forty-eight hours and 
warm Magnesium Sulphate 
foot soaks ordered. Two days 
later patient returned and the 
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ointment was applied. Within 
two days the condition was 
completely healed. 

IV. Mrs. S. W., ulcer of the plan- 
tar surface of the right foot at 
the fourth metatarsal phalan- 
geal joint underneath a callus 
formation. This condition was 
cleared up with a single appli- 
cation of the ointment after 
callus removal. 

V. Mr. K. B., who has a periph- 
eral vascular disorder _ pre- 
sented a discharging ulcer of 
the right foot on the medial 
side of the fifth toe near the 
web surrounded by an area of 
soggy and macerated skin, no 
doubt of fungus origin. The 
ulcer cleared up in two appli- 
cations of the G. V. ointment 
after reducing the inflamma- 
tion and slight edema. There 
was also improvement of the 
surrounding macerated skin 
due to the Gentian Violet in 
the ointment. 

I wish to thank the pharmaceu- 
tical staff of Cumberland Hospital 
for the aid which they gave me in 
my experiments, without which I 
could not have completed my re- 
search.

THE ORGANIZATION OF A CHIROPODY CLINIC in the 


OUTPATIENT DEPARTMENT OF A LARGE 


METROPOLITAN HOSPITAL* 


WHILE MAURICE LEW! and Royal 
S. Copeland were the first impor- 
tant medical friends of Chiropody, 
it was Joslin’s recognition of the 
chiropodists’ potential contribution 
to the therapy of diabetes mellitus 
that made possible the greater 
scope of humanitarian service 
which is the chiropodists’ today. 
Joslin’s “Beauty Parlor for Dia- 
betic Feet’ as he termed it was 
established in 1928 at the New 
England Deaconess Hospital under 
the guidance of Chiropodist John 
Kelly. Like Joslin, McKittrich, 
his surgical associate, has given this 
service much credit in the mark 
edly decreased incidence of diabetic 
gangrene noted in their work. 
Wilder, at the Mayo Clinic, is an- 
other who has found much value in 
the services of a chiropodist in the 
care of the feet of diabetic patients. 
As a matter of fact, forty-three hos- 
pitals now recognize the need for 
professional foot care to the extent 
that they have chiropodists con- 
nected with the institutions in one 
way or another. Either as stafl 
members or as voluntary assistants, 
they serve mostly under either the 
Diabetes or Metabolic Depart- 
ments, thus being under the Med- 
ical Services, under the Depart- 
ment of Orthopaedics or the Pe- 
ripheral Vascular Disease Clinic, 
under the Department of Surgery. 
Because of our association with 
Harper Hospital and Eloise Hos- 
pital, we frequently are asked by 
chiropodists interested in doing this

work in their communities, “How 
did you get your appointments? 
Whom did you see about it? Whom 
shall I approach in my town?” 

It so happened that Dr. Samuel 
S. Altshuler, President of the De- 
troit Diabetes Association visited 
Boston on a trip to a medical con- 
vention and was impressed by 
Joslin’s work with the feet of per- 
sons suffering with diabetes. He 
desired to establish a similar set-up 
in his Diabetes Service at the Wil- 
liam J. Seymour Hospital (the 
Wayne County Infirmary Unit at 
Eloise Hospital). \pproval ol 
Superintendent Gruber was ob- 
tained and a survey of the material 
made. We found a ward of 49 
beds, of which approximately 40 
were occupied by male diabetics. 
\ large well-lighted room was 
available adjacent to the ward and 
a barber-chair modified with a 
suitable footrest. We attempted 
to examine every diabetic patient's 
feet once every three months— 
unless there were indications for 
treatment and more careful follow- 
up. 

From the start we blundered 
into a good reputation with the 
medical staff by disclosing a num- 
ber of hypo-helomatous — ulcers. 
The prompt relief of the symptoms 
and the satisfactory resolution of 
the lesions led us to anticipate far 
better results in regard to the re- 
duction of the incidence of gan- 
grene, amputation and death than 
we had a right to expect. After 
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two years on this service, we might 
state that our early anticipations 
were a trifle too enthusiastic. How- 
ever, the broad field of service de- 
veloped at Eloise encouraged Dr. 
Altshuler to request authority at 
Harper Hospital to set up a sim- 
ilar department in that institution. 
While the Medical Staff was im- 
mediately agreeable to the plan, 
the Surgical Staff acquiesced only 
after provision was made for the 
chiropodist to function under the 
direct supervision of a member of 
that group. It was arranged that 
the Chiropody Clinic should oper- 
ate as a unit of the Peripheral 
Vascular Disease Clinic and that 
the surgeon in charge would make 
peripheral vascular studies of each 
patient referred to the chiropodist 
by the Diabetes Clinic BEFORE 
foot treatment was __ instituted. 
This is the organizational set-up 
under which we have functioned 
for a year and a half. 

It has been attempted to send 
every diabetic patient to the P.V.D. 
clinic for complete peripheral vas- 
cular studies and for examination 
of the feet for lesions as well as 
for questioning in regard to com- 
plaints concerning the feet. While 
it was contemplated that the chi- 
ropodist would make a study of 
and a chart on every pair of feet, 
the volume of labor has been such 
as to preclude this and we have, in 
fact, carried out the complete study 
only in those cases considered by 
the P.V.D. clinician to require our 
services. 

The purpose of the Chiropody 
Department is, primarily, to pre- 
vent or at least to forestall the 
dire end-results of diabetes occur- 
ring in the feet due to improper 
hygiene or to the trauma _inci- 
dental to every day living and the 
wearing of shoes. Thus, we seek to 
continue the education of the 
patient formerly provided by the 
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medical staff in regard to the im- 
portance of foot cleanliness, proper 
drying, cutting of nails, lubrication 
of the skin, etc. Clavi, callosities 
and hypertrophied nails are re- 
duced, not only because of the 
added comfort provided _ the 
patient (our secondary purpose) 
but also because the injury to the 
adjacent skin and deeper tissues 
caused by the presence of these 
epidermal excresences is apt to 
induce breakdown. Furthermore, 
our failure to offer this relief may 
lead the patient to the use of dan- 
gerous proprietary corn remedies 
or to self-corn-cutting. Tinea is 
watched for since the breaking of 
the integument caused by this com- 


mon disease provides a_ ready 
hiatus for infection. 
Thus, every diabetic patient 


passing through the hands of the 
chiropodists has a careful foot ex- 
amination with particular empha- 
sis on the interdigital condition. 
Where necessary, treatment is in- 
stituted but, as aforementioned, we 
stress prevention through proper 
regime of personal foot hygiene. 

Insofar as possible, we are most 
circumspect about not invading 
the field of the other clinics. Thus, 
we refer dermatological lesions 
(except tinea) to the skin clinic 
and orthopaedic lesions to the 
orthopaedic department just as the 
surgeon in charge of the P.V.D. 
clinic refers to the surgical clinic 
proper. ‘This division of labor is 
particularly emphasized in_ the 
hospital clinic. 

Our physical equipment is poor. 
We have two library chairs pro- 
vided with adjustable leg rests and 
mounted securely on a raised plat- 
form. We _ provide instruments 
and portable drill; the hospital 
provides sterile gauze packs and 
bandages, applicators, medica- 
ments, (compound Tincture of 
Benzoin, 1% Gentian Violet, Cod 
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Liver Oil ointment (Gadoment), 
1% phenol, Tincture of Metaphen, 
alcohol sponges, 70% alcohol for 
instruments, adhesive tape, adhe- 
sive felt and moleskin, cotton, etc. 
It is contemplated that the Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary of ,the Wayne 
County Chiropody Society will pro- 
vide more suitable chairs in the 
near future. 

Approximately 1 to 1% hours 
time is devoted to the clinic once 
per week and, of course, the only 
compensation is in the sense that 
it is a privilege to be permitted to 
serve those unable to help them- 
selves. The indigents who attend 
these clinics are usually fairly in- 
telligent and their appreciation 
means a great deal. There also is 
the devoutly to be desired oppor- 
tunity for research and _profes- 
sional advancement. Nor must we 
neglect the opportunity to pro- 
mote chiropody by demonstrating 
to the medical staff, nurses and 
patients just what is this profession 
chiropody. 

The last question regards the 
steps to be taken toward estab- 
lishing a Chiropody Clinic in your 
hospital. The first step must come 
from the medical men of the com- 
munity. That it will come is fore- 
shadowed by the forty-three clinics 
already established and by the 
resolution of the A.M.A. which de- 
clared in May, 1939, “Chiropody 
is not a cult practice as is osteop- 
athy, chiropractic and _naturop- 
athy, but rather is a practice ancil- 
lary to that of medicine with a 
relationship thereto similar to that 
of dentistry, pharmacy and nurs- 
ing”. As more and better trained 
chiropodists come into the field 
with the five years of college edu- 
cation now required by the Michi- 
gan statutes, there will be a more 
general appreciation of the need 
for chiropodists in public institu- 
tions. Concomitant with this, there 
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also must come an acceptance on 
the part of chiropodists of their 
responsibility, social and_profes- 
sional, toward the public health. 
[hat there is need for a moral 
awakening on the part of the chi- 
ropodist is shown in the fact that 
we cannot now find sufficient quali- 
fied chiropodists to provide the per- 
sonnel for the appointments avail- 
able. 

In this connection, there can be 
no better closing admonition than 
Theodore Roosevelt's words, “Every 
man owes some of his time to the 
upbuilding of the profession to 
which he belongs”.

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Death from Embolism 
After Injection of 
Varicose Veins 


To tHe Eprror:—The article en- 
titled “Death from Pulmonary 
Embolism Following the Injection 
of Varicose Veins” (THE JOURNAL, 
August 2, p. 347) requires com- 
ment. Nunn and Harrison draw 
attention to a mortality from pul- 
monary embolism following what 
they term “routine injection treat- 
ment” for varicose veins. From 
time to time I have emphasized in 
the literature the dangers of so- 
called routine treatment in such 
cases, but evidently these warnings 
have gone unheeded. The authors 
are apparently unable to explain 
the fatality after having carefully 
studied the case and performed a 
detailed autopsy. 

After reading this report in THE 
Journat, I find the following sig- 
nificant points in the history: The 
patient was treated with 2 cc. of 
sodium morrhuate as the first in- 
jection. The authors state that 
there was no decided reaction af- 
ter this treatment and a satisfac- 
tory thrombosis followed. Yet six 
weeks later, on admission to the 
hospital, which was two days be- 
fore death, physical examination 
disclosed an indurated area 8 by 
3 cm. surrounding a thrombosed 
segment of the vein in the right 
calf. The authors call this a 
“chemical phlebitis.” 

Such a reaction six weeks after 
the initial injection is unusual and 
probably points to the existence 
of an unrecognized latent phlebi- 
tis. I have previously emphasized 
in the literature the frequency of 
this latent condition and have 
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stressed the inadvisability of giving 
a full dose of morrhuate as the 
first injection in any case of vari- 
cose veins. De Takats was the first 
one to emphasize the frequent oc- 
currence of latent infection in va- 
ricosities, but this lesson has still 
not been absorbed by the medical 
profession. 

The authors report that there 
was no decided reaction after the 
initial treatment but call attention 
to the large indurated area that 
was found six weeks later. This 
sounds like a typical delayed re- 
action following injection in phle- 
bitis. As I have pointed out pre- 
viously (The Treatment of Phle- 
bitis in Varicose Veins, Lancet 
1:944 [April 25] 1936), this delay 
corresponds to the incubation pe- 
riod of the bacteria in the wall of 
the vein. These cases require a 
different injection technic, espe- 
cially at the outset. Some of the 
rules to be followed are: 

1. Never give a full dose of any 
sclerosing agent as an initial in- 
jection in any case of varicose 
veins. 

2. Always keep in mind the pos- 
sibility of the presence of latent or 
subacute phlebitis in any case of 
varicose veins. 

3. Test for the presence of such 
phlebitis by provocative mild in- 
jections of invert sugar and by the 
use of the sedimentation rate. 

I feel that these sporadic cases 
of pulmonary embolus can be kept 
at a minimum by faithful adher- 
ence to these warnings.

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THE PROGRAM OF THE PUBLIC RELATIONS COMMITTEE 


Ir was an honor to be appointed 
Chairman of the Public Relations 
Committee of the National Asso- 
ciation of Chiropodists by our 
President. 

All the plans and activities of 
this committee will meet with the 
approval of our Executive Secre- 
tary, Dr. Wm. J. Stickel. Inasmuch 
as the committee is making a late 
start, it will have to work hard 
to make up for lost time. Although 
our funds are limited, we will do 
the best we can. You know, the 
best publicity we can get will be 
free—newspaper write-ups, radio 
broadcasts, lectures, etc. Last year, 
this committee secured much pub- 
licity due to our Army Bill. We 
should get far more this year since 
we are at war and can be of more 
service to our country, but it will 
take hard work, ingenuity and 
money. The new set-up of the 
Public Relations Committee will 
be similar to that of the dental 
profession. Most dentists are satis- 
fied with the set-up of their Public 
Relations Committee. 

I will first explain the proposal 
to supply pamphlets for our mem- 
bers. In the past some were 
printed and as long as they lasted, 
they were given away free to the 
members. We have now secured a 
printer who will print them at a 
minimum cost for the members 
who wish to purchase them. 
Everyone who is sold on the idea 
of the pamphlets can secure them 
at a low cost. The Public Re- 
lations Committee will pay for the 
set-up of the type, and all you will 
pay is for the cost of the paper, 
printing and transportation. If 
you are interested, write me for 
samples and prices. All the pam-

phlets will carry the imprint of the 
National Association of Chirop- 
odists. 

Radio Broadcasts—If you have 
any scripts, especially those of a 
conversational type, please send 
them to me. These are easier for 
the chiropodist to give, and radio 
stations prefer them. 

Newspaper publicity is very im- 
portant. I am not in favor of paid 
advertising regarding chiropody 
and foot health. If you handle 
newspaper publicity in the right 
way, you will get it free. First 
you must know your editor, re- 
write man, or reporter, and give 
him your story. You must be cour- 
teous to him. If he or his wife have 
foot trouble, take care of them 
and prove to them that chiropody 
is a real profession and that we 
really have something of value to 
offer the public. 

Many newspapers have a column 
on speaking the public mind. You 
might write an article on why we 
should have commissions in the 
Army. Every time you have a 
meeting, try to get the notice in 
the newspaper. It is also a good 
idea to get the notice of the auxil- 
iary meetings in the _ society 
column. 

The re-write man of one of our 
newspapers advised me that in 
writing an article, it is mecessary 
that we give the following informa- 
tion: Who, When, Why, and How. 
If you give this information, you 
will have a complete story. You 
may say that you cannot get free 
newspaper publicity. It can be 
done, for at one State Convention 
in Kansas City, we secured 282 
column inches. Newspapers are 
obligated to be of service to the 
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public, and that is the reason you 
can head off propositions for paid 
advertisements. 

I am going to start scrapbooks, 
and we will see just how much 
publicity we can get during this 
year. They will be displayed at 
the next Annual Convention in 
Minneapolis, Minnesota. These 
newspaper articles will be put in 


eleven scrapbooks according to 

classification. 

No. 1. Athletics—Pictures of foot 
conditions from the sport 
page, etc. 

No. 2. Education. Any clippings 
concerning chiropody col- 
leges or education. 

No. 3. Ethics— Unethical adver- 
tisements. Stories con- 
cerning prosecutions of 
illegal practitioners, etc.

Public Speaking Classes—I think 
it advisable for the chiropodists to 
take public speaking either in a 
class or by private lessons. I en- 
courage this 100%. I shall appre- 
ciate it if individuals will write up 
their talks before or after they are 
given and send them to me. I will 
then try to get them published 
in the national professional publi- 
cations and you should try to get 
them in state publications of the 
dentists, nurses, druggists, teachers, 
or any other publication that will 
accept them. To my knowledge, 
not much has been done in cooper- 
ating with different State Boards 
of Health. I will ask each state 
to see that its State Board of 
Health is contacted in order to 
show them the importance of chi- 
ropody in relationship to foot 
health. You can compare chirop- 
ody and foot health with dentistry 
and dental care. Ask the State 
Board to make a booth or you can 
make one and give it to them for 
display purposes. They have many 
booths and show them at large 
gatherings. Here in Missouri, the 
State Board of Health takes our 
booth along with the others free 
of charge. Try to get them to buy 
a Foot Health film and to print 
pamphlets. Also submit newspaper 
articles regarding foot health for 
them to send to the Associated 
Press and other press associations, 
which will send them to all news- 
papers in your state.

Another phase of publicity that 
we have hardly touched is voca- 
tional guidance. To me this is one 
of the most important and easiest 
ways of letting the public know 
about the standards of our profes- 
sion. Every profession educates the 
public as to its standards in 
a measure by vocational guidance. 
This is done by the use of films 
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and literature in the public 
schools. Doing this will help the 
chiropody colleges and the pro- 
fession. The colleges will have a 
larger enrollment. Many people 
do not know anything about our 
work. Why rot let them know 
about chiropody? We can do this 
nicely, through a vocational guid- 
ance program. At the same time, 
we can assist the young men and 
women of our country in choosing 
a vocation. 

We are contacting a company 
that prints booklets for nearly 100 
different vocations and each book- 
let contains about twenty-four 
pages. The company contacts all 
the public schools and libraries in 
the United States. Chiropodists 
should take it upon themselves to 
see that the public libraries and 
the schools buy them. If they don’t 
want to buy the booklet you buy 
it and give it to them. 

The Public Relations Commit- 
tee has already contacted one film 
company and it is going to contact 
another regarding the making of 
a strip film on chiropody voca- 
tional guidance. A strip film single 
framed, 35M.M. is the standard 
size for schools, and most of the 
schools have projectors for this 
kind of film. One company asked 
the National Association to pay 
the cost of making the master film. 
We will have to buy or sell about 
125 strip films in order for the 
National Association to break 
even. The cost of these films will 
be about $2.00 or $2.25. Each film 
will consist of about 50 or 60 
frames, and this will include a 
manual for the teacher or the chi- 
ropodist to read while showing the 
film. The only way that there can 
be enough orders sold, is for the 
individual chiropodists and the 
associations to buy them and give 
them to the schools. I would like 
to hear from the chiropodists and 
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the associations as to whether or 
not they are interested enough in 
this idea and how many of these 
films they will buy if one is made. 
If we do not have enough re- 
quests, this idea will be discarded. 
It will show pictures of the dif- 
ferent classes, clinics, laboratories 
and will tell about some of the 
subjects taught in a _ chiropody 
college. It will also bring out the 
fact that one must have a license 
before he can practice. In this film 
will be pictures of modern chi- * 
ropody offices and the advantages 
of our profession. 

The National Association of 
Chiropodists is contacting the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice, and the moment we are en- 
dorsed by it, we will go over with 
a bang, but we must be on our 
toes at all times. The dentists get 
cooperation, why shouldn't we? 
If we do not put forth the effort, 
we will not get publicity to which 
we are entitled. It will take the 
cooperation of every member. The 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice gives to the State of Missouri 
$200,000.00 each year for Public 
Education, and not one cent is al- 
lowed to our profession for Foot 
Health Education. Rest assured 
that the National Association of 
Chiropodists is doing everything 
in its power to have the U. S. Pub- 
lic Health Service include our pro- 
fession. Dr. Wm. J. Stickel, our 
full time Executive Secretary, is 
working day and night to see that 
we get all possible publicity in 
order to help raise our standards. 

I have given you only a mere 
outline of what our Committee 
can accomplish. During the fol- 
lowing months, I will explain more 
of the work of the Public Relations 
Committee. If you have any sug- 
gestions, please send them to me, 
and they will be given serious 
consideration.

[He DrceMBER issue of the JOURNAL had gone to press when news of the 
outbreak of hostilities with Japan was announced. President Dye 
promptly offered the services of the National Association of Chiropodists- 
Podiatrists to President Roosevelt. A short time later Chairman Walsh 
of the Defense Committee of the N.A.C. offered the services of our 
group both as an organization and as individuals for the purpose of aid- 
ing in whatever manner feasible, the work of the Civilian Defense Pro- 
gram. Both offers were accepted contingent upon finding a place wherein 
our usefulness could be demonstrated. 

A few of the ways we can serve our Government and Profession are 
listed here:— 

1. Buy Defense Bonds and Stamps. 
2. Enlist in the Civilian Defense Program as a First Aid Worker. 

In some instances the professional ofhces of practitioners have 

been designated First Aid Stations. 


3. Women Chiropodists should offer their services to the local 
chapter of the American Red Cross. 


t. Donate blood plasma at the local Red Cross Headquarters. 


5. Render emergency treatment to any member of our Armed 
Forces who may require it. 

6. Contribute to the Defense Fund of the N.A.C. The program in 
Washington must be continued with renewed vigor. Commis- 
sioned chiropodists in the Army will be a vital factor in main- 
taining the foot health of our military personnel. 

7. Urge non-members to affiliate immediately. The exigencies of 
war demand all the unity and strength we can muster in this 
critical period. With all our efforts centered on the National 
Association we can be prepared to move in unison whenever 
or wherever the need for concerted patriotic action arises. 

8. Help dispel “defeatist propaganda”. Squelch unfounded rumors 
and maintain an air of optimism about your person and in your 
office.

Enough plaster is then mixed in 
a bowl to fill the pan about three 
quarters full. 

The cream is then covered with 
a 14 inch square of gauze. This is 
first spread out, and then the 
middle ends are picked up about 
an inch off the plaster in order to 
pull in most of the excess that was 
laving over the edge, and leave a 
wrinkled excess down the middle. 

Phen both feet are taken in hand 
and swept into the pan and toward 
the center. This motion will cause 
some plaster to be caught and piled 
up between the feet. They are 
brought together until the knees 
touch, the legs being parallel. This 
will leave approximately an inch 
between the malleoli. 

Che patient is instructed to rest 
his hands lightly on the outer side 
of the knees to keep them in ap- 
position. 

If the foot is not at right angles 
to the leg, this can be easily reme- 
died by sliding the pan either for- 
ward or backward. 

It will be found that the impres- 
sion obtained in this manner will 
be somewhat flatter than impres- 
sions taken in other ways where 
there is some side resistance to pre- 
vent the plaster from thinning out 
under the feet. But, if the con- 
sistency is controlled and the pa- 
tient instructed to lean either 
slightly forward or backward as the 
case may require, this flattening 
will be found to be just the amount 
necessary to obviate the need for 
“correcting” to allow for compres- 
sion of soft parts. 

Correction is done only where 
necessary to influence the contour 
of the appliance. 

The author has found that he 
can control the amount of correc- 
tion and plantar support best, by 
removing plaster from the slight 
bulge caused by the scaphoid on 
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the inner side, and, from the non 
weight bearing portion of the 
positive. 

If a Whitman appliance is 
wanted, the foot can be _ long- 
strapped into any desired position 
and then cast. 

CONCLUSION: It is possible to 
save time, and remove the need of 
guesswork in correcting to allow 
for soft tissue, if both feet are cast 
together in a shallow pan.

CHILDREN'S SHOE 
PER. J. NORDENFELT 
Acta Paediatrica 
Vol. 25. pp. 220. 1939 
THE iNjurious effect of the stiff 


shoe reaching above the ankle for 
the growing foot, is pointed out by 
the author. Attention is drawn to 
the probable fallacy in the popular 
belief that the feet of children are 
so weak that they require support 
of shoes to bear the weight of their 
bodies. 

Several authors are cited from the 
modern orthopedic literature who 
consider that the use of stiff shoes 
is one of the most outstanding 
causes of weak and deformed feet 
so common nowadays. The im- 
portance of going barefoot to the 
normal development of the feet is 
emphasized; children should be 
freed from shoes as much as pos- 
sible both inside and, during warm 
weather, outside. 

A child’s shoe is described which 
is wide and roomy. Both the sole 
and the body are made of soft, pli- 
able leather, and there is no heel. 
These shoes are designed to take 
the place of bare feet when the lat- 
ter is impossible to practice.

Counsel Harlan Wood is engaged 
in arranging conferences with 
proper authorities relative to the 
employment of Chiropodists in re- 
habilitation of rejected selectees. 

Studies are being made by off- 
cials of the Federal Security Ad- 
ministration to determine the place 
of chiropodists in the National 
Health Program. 

We anticipate having a meeting 
in the near future with the mem- 
bers of the Senate Military Affairs 
Sub-Committee wherein it will be 
urged that a report be given on S. 
1459. Hundreds of letters have 
been sent to members of the pro- 
fession requesting their assistance 
in communicating with their Sen- 
ators.

MEDICAL STUDENTS AND 
SELECTIVE SERVICE 


THIRD AND FOURTH-YEAR students 
in acceptable medical schools and 
first-year internes may obtain re- 
serve commissions in the Army or 
Navy and then will be permitted 
to complete their medical training, 
including one year of internship, 
before being ordered to active 
duty, Brig. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, 
Director of Selective Service, has 
advised all local boards through 
their State Headquarters. 

Such medical students and _ in- 
ternes may be deferred by their 
local boards in Class II-A pending 
receipt of their commissions, Gen- 
eral Hershey said, but all who are 
eligible for a commission and do 
not apply may be considered for 
classification in Class I-A, if they 
are not deferred for other reasons 
and are found physically qualified 
for general military service. 

Third and fourth-year medical 
students and internes who are re- 
jected after applying for commis- 
sions, and also first and second-year 
medical students and those regis- 
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trants who have been accepted as 
students in a medical school, may 
be deferred in Class IIl-A as long 
as their school ofhcials certify that 
they give indication they will be- 
come qualified medical _ practi- 
tioners, General Hershey said. He 
emphasized, however, that no 
group deferment is permissible 
under the law and that each case 
must be decided by a local board 
on the facts concerning the indi- 
vidual registrant involved. 

Medical students and internes 
accepted by the Army are given 
commissions as second lieutenants 
pending graduation when they be- 
come first lieutenants in the Army 
Medical Reserve Corps. Those ac- 
cepted by the Navy are commis- 
sioned as ensigns until graduation 
when they become lieutenants 
(junior grade), in the Navy Medi- 
cal Reserve Corps.

THE raw latex market conditions 
have necessitated a change in the 
sales plan of Dri-Foot, the water- 
tight bath sock, it is announced by 
Dorsay Products, the manufac- 
turers.

NEW JERSEY 

Tue 1942 Convention of the Chi- 
ropodists Society of the State of 
New Jersey will be held at the 
Ambassador Hotel in Atlantic City 
on March 27, 28 and 29. This was 
the decision of the Board of 
Trustees at their regular monthly 
meeting held on Tuesday evening, 
November 18th, at Elizabeth, N. J. 

This three day session will be a 
notable departure from the forme 
two day convention and will be 
to a great degree experimental, the 
results to determine future policy. 

The reason for such experiment 
is twofold. The New Jersey state

AGREEMENTS BETWEEN FEDERAL 


TRADE COMMISSION AND 


PROMOTERS OF VARIOUS PRODUCTS 


THE FOLLOWING items are abstracts 
of stipulations in which promoters 
of “patent medicines,” cosmetics 
or medical devices have agreed 
with the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion to discontinue certain misrep- 
resentations in their advertising. 
These stipulations differ from the 
“Cease and Desist Orders” of the

primarily to illustrate the effects of 
the provisions of the Wheeler-Lea 
Amendment to the Federal Trade 
Commission Act on the promotion 
of such products. 


Corn Stick. — Joseph Balassa, 
Newark, N. J., trading as Balassa 
Laboratories, signed a stipulation 
with the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion in May 1940 agreeing to cease 
representing that this product will 
remove bunions or end or relieve 
the pain incident to them. 


MARSHALL’s ARCH SUPPORTERS.— 
These devices were sold by Adam, 
Frank and Rudolph Marshall, 
trading as A. Marshall and Sons, 
Newark, N. J. In August 1940 
these persons signed a stipulation 
with the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion in which they agreed to dis- 
misrepresenta- 


continue certain 


tions in the sale of their arch sup- 
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porters. Among these were that 
the use of the devices will perma- 
nently end foot troubles, remove 
calluses regardless of their nature 
or, unqualifiedly, assure instant 
and permanent relief in cases of 
weak arches; that the supporters 
are made to order, that is, fash- 
ioned from a positive cast made 
from a negative impression of the 
individual customer's foot through 
the use of some plastic material; 
that they are or will remain sani- 
tary when used for the purposes 
for which they are intended or that 
shoes with insoles padded haphaz- 
ardly, exercises and treatments are 
only temporary, impractical and 
expensive substitutes. 


PINKSTON’s CORN AND CALLUS 
REMOVER. — This and “Pinkston’s 
Bunion Reducer” are put out by a 
Henry J. Pinkston of Chicago, 
trading as the Pinkston Laborato- 
ries. In August 1940 Pinkston 
signed a stipulation in which he 
promised the Federal Trade Com- 
mission that he would discontinue 
some misrepresentations in his ad- 
vertising. Among these were that 
the “Corn and Callus Remover” is 
one of the greatest discoveries of 
modern times or, in fact, a discov- 
ery at all; that it will remove corns 
or calluses by the roots or that 
these do have roots. Further, he 
promised to cease representing that 
his “Bunion Reducer’ will do 
more than remove the pain caused 
by inflammation of the skin over 
the and that he would 
cease using the word “Reducer” as 
a part of the trade name of his

product, or in any other manner 
representing that it will reduce 
bunions.
